ZBA Update 


At its September 21, 1994 
meeting, the Romulus Appointment 
Advisory Committee (AAC) voted 
to recommend the reappointment 
of Fred "Junior" Block and Norman 
McLenonto the City's Zoning Board 


of Appeals (ZBA), andto reappoint ~ 


Mary Collins as an alternate. Al- 
though the specific language ofthe 
original Council resolution creating 
the AAC spoke only of the Commit- 
tee nominating candidates for the 
Romulus Cable Commission, long- 
Standing precedent (and, accord- 
ing to at least two current Council- 
men, the resolution's actual intent) 
has established the AAC's preroga- 
tive to nominate candidates for all 
City boards and commissions. 
The AAC will pass its recom- 
mendation along to City Council for 
its approval or disregard at the next 
meeting in which all seven Council 
members are in attendance.

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City Council Rejects EDS Settlement Proposal

Jeffrey Egan, aninvestor inthe Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) 
injection-well project, has released the 
full text of a proposed settlement agree- 
ment that EDS made to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and the Romulus City Council 
on September 2, 1994. The proposal 
“was rejected by a 4—3 vote of the Council 
following discussion in executive session. 
Egan, who believes that the afore- 
mentioned officials are trying to keep 
citizens in the dark about the possibility 
of reaching a settlement with EDS in 
order to minimize community pressure 
to accept the proposal, objected to the 
private debate before the public vote. 
"EDS' offerto negotiate a settlement was 
refused by the Mayor and Council after 
discussion of the proposal in a closed- 
door meeting. We feel this issue is too 





important to be handled inthis way. Resi- 

dents of the community should know 

what's going on, and we will do what we 
can to keep them informed." 

In the proposal, EDS agreed to a 
number of conditions that it believes 
would alleviate City and citizen concerns, 
including: 

° limitation to two injection wells (one 
primary, one auxiliary); 

° 24 hours/day, 365 days/year monitor- 
ing and scrutiny of all operations for 
the life of the facility; 

* protections against illegal dumping; 

* limitations on truck volume, facility 
storage Capacity, and operation hours; 

° strict enforcement of the established 
truck route (I-275 to Eureka Road 
exit; east on Eureka; north on Wayne 
Road; weston Northline to Wahrman); 

° acceptable amounts of insurance, with 
the City named as an additional 
insured; 

° employment, at EDS' expense, of a 
geologist of the City's choice to rec- 
ommend solutions to resident con- 
cerns; and ears 

¢ full City access to all facility records. 

EDS also promised that total finan- 
cial benefits shall not be less than those 
Originally offered to the City, with the 
actual amount to be negotiated. Officials 
from the company suggested that the 
City could use the substantial annual 
Sum involved to reduce residents’ prop- 
erty taxes. 

But all of these conditions are sec- 
ondary to one main issue, as far as 
Councilman William Wadsworth—one of

the four (along with Councilmen Mary 
Ann Banks, Randolph Gear, and Michael 
Prybyla) who rejected the proposal — is 
concerned. 

"The current EDS well site is not 
properly zoned for such an operation," 
said Wadsworth, who has voiced his 
opposition to the project from the begin- 
ning, "and if EDS had followed the estab- 
lished procedures that all new businesses 
are required to follow in coming to our 
city, they would have discovered that 
before they dug their well. 

"As it is, the City has obtained a 
Circuit Court order requiring EDS to seek 
local approval, and we intend to see that 
the order is followed," he added. 

Councilman Prybyla concurs with 
Wadsworth's reasoning: "EDS should 
have pursued its project through proper

Mayor Chided for Poor 


Business Negotiations 


Dear Editor: 

| read an interesting article on the 
cover of the September 22, 1994 issue of 
the Romulus Roman. The article told of 
the days of mirth and merry to come now 
that the Vining Road interchange con- 

struction has begun. I, like so many of 
you, hope this is true. 

This took entirely too long to hap- 
pen. In fact, my enthusiasm is jaded by 
the poor-quality agreement — negotiated 
with the Ecclestone Organization by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally —that preceded 
this interchange project. | have hopes 
that there will be something there soon — 
but, after 10 years getting to this point, 
we may all be gone before anything is. 

The City of Romulus has poured 
about $10 million into improvements 
along Wick Road, mostfinanced by bonds 
sold and paid by money captured through 
the ever-growing T|IFAdistricts. Itis those 
TIFA districts, or rather the Mayor's ne- 
gotiation of them, that led to the School 
Board taking the City to court and ulti- 
mately obtaining a half-million-dollar 
settlement against the City. 

The Ecclestone Organization, owner 
of the land adjacent to Wick Road where 
the Metro World Centre complex will 
hopefully be constructed soon, has calmly 
sat by while the Mayor has used our (the 
taxpayers’) money to improve the Wick 
Road area. By far, the area has the best 
sewer and Surface street in the entire city 
— and nothing is there yet. 

Now, Our mayor puts on her happy 
face and tells of the wonders that Metro 
World will bring, leaving out how much it 
has cost the taxpayers. Nothing of a tax 
abatement has yet been mentioned, but 
it surely willbe later into the development. 
These are questions that need answers. 

| applaud Mr. Ecclestone. He found 
a piece of virgin farmland near a major 
airport, bought it for a song, and negoti- 
ated with the local government, our 
mayor, to buy all the roads, sewers, 
power lines, and related infrastructure — 
and the City agreed. It's the kind of deal 
that developers dream about. 

Mr. Ecclestone isn't the foe; quite the 
opposite. Mr. Ecclestone negotiated a 
wonderful agreement for his part and we 
should respect him for his talents. His job 
is to make the best possible deal to 
return the greatest profit to his investors. 
No matter what happens to the land from 
this point forward, Mr. Ecclestone has 
fared well. We need to attract powerful 
businessmen like him to the community 
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if we are to grow, but agreements must 
be made, and kept, that benefit both 
parties fully. 

For our part, the Mayor completely 
missed the boat. Ten years is too long to 
wait for construction to be completed, let 
alone even started, when we, the citi- 
zens of Romulus, have $10 million al- 
ready invested. The Mayor negotiated 
very poorly, and it is with her, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, that we the taxpayers 
must take issue. 

The Mayor's job is to protect the 
interest of the City and see that the City 
is well represented in negotiations. Again, 
the Mayor let the other party get the best 
of her, and us, in a negotiation. I'm not 
saying that the City will never be better 
off as aresult of the project; I'm sure it will 
be. I'm saying that it will take longer, and 
the benefit to the citizens will be much 
smaller, as a result of the Mayor's poor 
bargaining skills. 

Communities and developers are 
forever intertwined. They need each 
other. Both can prosper from well-nego- 
tiated agreements, but poorly negotiated 
agreements are bad business. I'm sure. 
that a tough negotiator wouldn't have 
scared Mr. Ecclestone off. Unfortunately, 
by negotiating poorly, Mayor McAnally 
has delayed any benefits to the City and 
paid entirely too much of our tax dollars 


_for that which we have gotten. 


So please, before you put laurels on 
the Mayor's head, understand that this 
matterwas entirely mishandled, too costly 
to the taxpayers, and is still years from 
completion. This is not the way to do 
business! The Mayor has completely 
mismanaged this issue, among others. 

And, Mr. Ecclestone, if you're read- 
ing this: Make sure that you have plenty 
of lawyers and a big legal budget. Mr. 
Wicklund at Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc., will tell you that the Mayor 
will enthusiastically support your project 
until five or six angry residents start at- 
tending Council meetings. Then, she'll 
spend the City into oblivion suing you 
and claiming that she was deceived.

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Legislative Update 


For the Week of September 26, 1994

House Cracks Down on Classroom 
Crime 

Legislation recently approved by 
House Jawmakers would permit schools 
to authorize permanent expulsion for any 
student found carrying a weapon on 
school grounds or at aschool function, or 
any student who raped another student 
or committed arson on school grounds. 
Under the bill, an expelled public-school 
student would be prohibited from attend- 
ing school for 90 days or 180 days for 
students in grade six or above. Parents 
of an expelled student would be permit- 
ted to petition the school for reinstate- 
ment after 150 days. The school could 
deny, approve, or set conditions for rein- 
statement. Amendments that would have 
provided alternative education for ex- 
pelled students and required due-pro- 
cess proceedings were offered by House 
Democrats, but failed. The bill currently 
awaits the signature of Governor John 
Engler. (SB 966) 
Motor Voter Legislation Clears Senate 

Legislation introduced in the House 
that would implement part of the federal 
National Voter Registration Act, widely 
known as the "Motor Voter" bill, passed 
the Senate. The bill would require that a 
Statewide list of registered voters be 
kept, and election officials would have 
computer access to the list in order to 
obtain information on a voter's precinct. 
(HB 5531) 
Guard Towers To Be Built at Ryan and 
Mound Prisons 

Members of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees approved 
about $2 million in transfers to build 
guard towers at Detroit's Ryan and Mound 
prisons, from which 10 inmates recently 
escaped. In arelated move, Senate law- 
makers approved legislation requiring 
either guard towers or electrical fences 
at State prisons housing the most dan- 
gerous felons. Under the bill, prisons 
with a Level Ill security rating or higher 
would have to have guard towers. Before 
guard towers would be built, Department 
of Corrections officials would have to 
meet with a community's prison liaison 
committee to discuss how the towers 
would be construcied and staffed. (SB 
1219) 
Bill Would Pull Plug of Government 
TV Channel 

Legislation has been introduced in 
the House to require the Michigan Public 
Service Commission (PSC) to directly 
return any excess money paid by cus- 
tomers of utilities that it regulates. Spe- 
cifically, the bill would mandate that the 
PSC could not spend rate-payer over- 
charges without the approval of the Michi- 
gan Legislature. The measure was 
prompted by the PSC's plans to spend 
more than $10 million in telephone over- 
charges to fund long-distance learning 
programs, including MGTV, a govern- 
ment cable television channel. The bill

was introduced on the heels of a recent 
Attorney General ruling that the cable 
television channel requires Legislative 


approval. MGTV was created by the 


Governor and was scheduled to begin 
September 26. It was intended to air 
Gubernatorial press conferences, Leg- 
islative sessions, and committee meet- 
ings. The channel will not begin broad- 
casting without Legislative approval un- 
less the Engler administration comes up 
with the funding. (HB 5865) 
Pensions Would Be Forfeited Under 
House Bill 

Public employees convicted of vio- 
lating public trust could forfeit their pen- 
sion until sentencing requirements are 
completed under a House-sponsored bill 
that was approved by the Senate. The 
bill would allow courts to order a public 
worker to forfeit his or her pension to pay 
for restitution, court costs, imprisonment 
costs, and other expenses associated 
with prosecuting the employee. (HB

Dear Ms. Romak: 

Just afew thoughts about your letter 
to the editor... 

First of all, we'd like to point out that 
your comparison of the language on 
RECAP's petitions and our August 25 
headline — which, by the way, you quoted 
incompletely, thereby manipulating a 
more neutral front-page headline into 
something that would have been appro- 
priate on the editorial page; actually, the 
full headline read "Independent Survey 
Shows Overwhelming Majority Wants 
City To Settle with EDS" — is like compar- 
ing apples and oranges. Opposition to 
the well's location in our community does 
not preclude a desire to see the City 
negotiate an agreement with EDS. In 
fact, many people have told us that they 


fall into both categories: They aren't re- 
ally happy about the well being located in 
Romulus, but they believe that the time 
to have put up a fair fight was during the 
three years before EDS spent more than 
a million dollars to dig their well, and they 
want the City to settle the matter so that 
their tax dollars aren't foolishly wasted in 
endless litigation. 

Using the same "apples andoranges" 
logic, we object to your comparison of 
figures obtained through totally different 
means of sampling residents’ opinions. 
The fact that the population of Romulus 
is much greater than 300 is irrelevant; all 
that matters is that the people sampled 
are representative of the population in 
question, and that there are enough 
samples for statistical reliability. Besides, 
the very fact that your 5,000 signatures 
were obtained, as you Say, "face to face," 
detracts from their credibility. Profession- 
als knowledgeable about factors which 
can (deliberately or innocently) distort a 
survey agree that people are more likely 
to express their true opinion when they 
can remain anonymous. Being con- 
fronted face-to-face can lead to "little 
white lies" for a variety of reasons, in- 
cluding (but not limited to) a desire to be 
rid of an inconvenient or unwelcome 
visitor, an unwillingness to disagree with 
or disappoint an acquaintance or friend, 
or even a fear of intimidation. 

And, since we have a copy of the 
questions asked by the Moore & Associ- 
ates survey-takers, we Can evaluate the 
relative neutrality of their questions and 
whether or not they attempted to convey 
any misinformation during their ques- 
tioning. What proof do we have that the 
people conducting your survey attempted 
to be objective, or that they were well 
enough acquainted with the project's 
background to communicate only factual 
information? Again and again, we at "the 
little paper" have exposed inaccuracies 
and_untruths being disseminated by well 
opponents. 

And, finally, RECAP's petition lan- 
guage is irrelevant when it comes to the 
City's fight against EDS, anyway. The 
question here is not whether or not EDS 
can operate a well in Romulus, but 
whether it can operate the well it has 
already constructed at its current site. 
That may seem like a molehill-sizéd dis- 
tinction to you, whose only desire is to be 
rid of the well — but, in reality, it's a 
mountainous difference. 


The Romulus News has not turned | 


its back on its readers and fellow resi- 
dents. We truly believe that a settlement 
agreement between the City and EDS is 
what is best for the community overall — 
and our belief that our opinion is shared 
by the majority of Romulus residents is 
as firm as your belief to the contrary. 

Again, we invite our readers to share 
their point of view on any subject of 
interest to the community through our 
"Letters- to the Editor" or "Local Com- 
mentary" columns. Because we believe 
that the give-and-take of dialogue leads 
to the best solutions to problems, we are 
always willing to give our readers an 
opportunity to speak out. O

Report Predicts Financial Consequences 
of Failure To Negotiate Settlement

"Romulus is a fiscally troubled mu- 
nicipality,” concludes a just-released re- 
port, entitled "Financial Impact of Deep 
Well Lawsuit on the City of Romulus: 
Future Effects of Settlement vs. Contin- 
ued Litigation,” which was authored by 
University of Michigan—Dearborn Profes- 
sor Seth Hirshorn, Ph.D. — who, besides 
serving as Director of the Public Admin- 
istration Program at the University and 
writing numerous governmental studies 
in the areas of financial planning, as- 
sessment, and management, is also a 
former Ann Arbor City Councilman. The 
in-depth study, commissioned by Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), 
finds that continuing litigation against 
EDS, as opposed to accepting a settle- 
ment proposal which includes substan- 
tial royalty payments, represents a"lose- 
lose situation" for Romulus taxpayers. 

In support of this conclusion, the 
report identifies several factors of the 
City's financial condition which Hirshorn 
believes to be indicators of a "service- 
cost-squeeze”" — that is, taxpayers re- 
ceiving the same or less service at a 
rising per capita expense. While this 
trend has been developing over most of 
the last decade, according to the profes- 
sor, it is being compounded by the cur- 
rent litigation against EDS which has 
cost taxpayers over $300,000 in the last 
year. "Beginning with FY (fiscal year) 
1988 the City has operated at a deficit in 
six of the last eight years including hav- 
ing an operating deficit projected in FY 
1995," the report notes. 

Over this period, Hirshorn believes, 
two key indicators of Romulus' financial 
health have deteriorated significantly. 
"From 1983 to 1993 Net Bonded Debt 
Per Capita increased from $85 per resi- 
dent to $347 per resident while the ratio 
of Bonded Debt to Assessed Value 
increased from .52 to 1.35," he states. 
(Boldface type used by author.) Further, 
Hirshorn cites the fact that the City's 
undesignated fund balance — which he 
says may be thought of as "an emer- 
gency reserve for a community needed 
to meet unplanned expenses" — has de- 
clined from over $3 million in 1987 to a 
projected $40,000 by 1995. Since, in its 
current budget for the 94/95 fiscal year, 











the City has not budgeted any money for 
continuing the deep-well lawsuit, appro- 
priating money from within the current 
budget would only worsen the "service- 
cost-squeeze”" trend noted by Hirshorn. 

In his report, Hirshorn goes on to 
describe the cost of continuing the cur- 
rent lawsuit together with the additional 
lawsuits which would likely result if no 
settlement is reached in the near future. 
The legal costs and potential damages 
arising from these suits — in the worst 
case, about $7 million in litigation costs 
and recoveries, estimates Hirshorn — is 
many times greater than what has al- 
ready been spent. "In aggregate, the 
legal costs to the City may exceed the 
ability of the City to pay without addi- 
tional revenue generating authority and/ 
or a substantial shift in resources,” he 
says. This is a situation which could lead 
to bankruptcy and the appointment of a 
"receiver" to manage the City's finances. 

Contrasted with this "lose/lose” sce- 
nario is the positive financial impact rep- 
resented by a negotiated settlement be- 
tween the City and EDS. According to 
the report, the impact would be twofold: 
The legal fees saved from resolving the 
litigation would prevent the further de- 
cline in municipal services; and, in the 
best case, the royalty which EDS has 
offered could be used to provide home- 
owners with a residential property-tax 
cut orto fund other programs of benefit to 
the citizens. O
